Commander-in-chief allied 
forces on Balkan front desires I 
report that Bulgarians are tired 
of war. Austro-Hungary is in 
unstable condition and her troops 
on this front are not the best. 
Line of least resistance to de- 
cisive victory is now through Bal- 
kan ways. With additional help 
of one American division with- 
out artillery Bulgaria can be de- 
feated and Germany attacked 
through Austria-Hungary where 
Jugo-Slavs would aid allies. Amer- 
ican division should arrive with 
as little delay as possible for ac- 
tions before snow fall. 

““All Greeks, Servians and Slavs 
in the American army should 
come te Balkan front to en- 
courage Greeks and Servians and 
to discourage Bulgaria. Declara- 
tion of war by the United States 
against Bulgaria would greatly in- 
crease discouragement in latter 
country, which now considers 
United States her friend on final 
peace congress. All British troops 
are now leaving Struma section 
having been replaced by three 
Greek divisions. One of every four 
British infantry battalions are 
now leaving Balkans for another 
front.” 

July 10.I went to Bombon, General, 
Foch’s headquarters. to diseuss the 
employment of American troops. This | 
visit to Bombon, like all my calls on. 
Foch, was by appointment. The dis- | 
cussion regarding their immediate use | 
of the troops turned on the question of | 
relieving those still with the British. | 

I told General Foch that it had been

Japan Makes

maneuvers some 700 men of the 38th

These midwinter maneuvers or, to 
give them the literal translation of 
the Japanese term, “snow marching,” 
are carried out each year during the 
coldest period, and are meant to test 
the ability of the troops to withstand 
the rigors of a winter campaign. As 
a rule, each regiment carries out its 
“snow marching” on its own as part 
of its regimental training, and for a 
week or so undergoes the most stren- 
uous training imaginable.

SOME REAL MAGIC IN MODERN 
MEDICINE. 

When the arsenic compound, salvar- 
san, was first introduced as a remedy 
for syphilis the ever credulous profes- 
sion was intrigued, and I mean in- 
trigued, by a phrase, “sterilsans 
magna,’ which signified the absolute 
destruction of all the germs of the 
disease in the body by one injection 
of the wonderful new medicine. To- 
day, alas, the drug salvarsan is obso- 
lete, no longer used, superseded by 
“improved” or “modified” remedies of 
similar character, all, curiously 
enough, made in the country and 
marketed by the people who invented 
the beautiful phrase. 

Still, we do see some magic in mod- 
ern medicine. The best magic seldom 
or never gets into the papers. 

I have persuaded several thousands 
of readers to select the modern method 
of tonsil removal instead of the old- 
fashioned method. I have received re- 
ports from several hundred? of these 
readers, at some period following the 
diathermy extirpation of their tonsils. 
Not all of them have been favorable; 
a few of them have bitterly con- 
demned the method, the surgeon who 
used it, and me for having suggested 
it. On the whole, I believe there is 
no other procedure or method or rem- 
edy in the realm of medicine or sur- 
gery that is more satisfactory when 
applied by the properly skilled pbysi- 
clan, 

In a considerable number of these 


reports from patients who have had 
the diathermy treatment, and _ so 
avoided an operation, I find a strik- 
ing observation, to the effect that the

The convention, 
therefore, proceeded on an extem- 
poraneous debate basis, in which even 
the basic arguments were worked out 
while speakers were on their feet. 

The exceptions to this general plan 
of procedure are illuminating, Ed- 
mund Randolph, who had the task 
of presenting the gigantic and detail- 
ed scheme known as the Virginia 
plan, was able to furnish Madison 
with only a sketch, and not an exact 
text of his remarks. Yet his address 
continued for several hours and con- 
tained not only a historical back- 
ground proving the need of a new 
government, but carefully outlined the 
suggested organization. 

Hamilton, on June 18, gave his 
long, masterly address, all of which 
was delivered without notes, except 
during the last eight minutes, in 
which he read his 11 propositions. 

Franklin, speaking through James 
Wilson, always wrote out his remarks 
and carefully supplied Madison with 
a copy. Thus the only genuine jour- 
nalist in the convention saw to it 
that his statements were properly re- 
corded ! 

Madison, in discussing the caliber 
of the delegates, suggests that the 
best test of their intellectual powers 
is not to be found in the mere chant- 
ing of their names and the posts they 
later occupied, but rather in a calm 
perusal of the astounding reasoning 
power, vigor and vision which they 
showed in their actual remarks. There 
is no better standard for evaluating 
them. Judged by such a _ standard, 
they loom large indeed. 

The Journal itself contains the com- 
plete story of the constitutional con- 
vention, a’ far as the votes and ad- 
dresses of the members are concern- 
ed. Being strictly impartial and repor- 
torial in its tone, it quite properly re- 
fers to none of the informal maneu- 
vers, conferences and compromises 
which stand in the background of the 
convention and heighten its human in- 
terest. 

The technique of the Journal bears 
a striking similarity to that of the 
London Times, which was founded 
barely three months after the closing 
of the constitutional convention. The 


Times was founded on January 1,} 


1788, and was primarily concerned 
with publishing parliamentary de- 
bates, which was then forbidden by 
law. Madison’s Journal was to record, 
but not to make public, important 
utterances. But the form of report- 
ing in these two instances is almost 
identical. That form was a blending 
of summarizations and literal queta- 
tions, without quotation marks. The 
speaker’s views almost always are 
presented in the third person. For 
instance, the following is the begin- 
ning of the Madison report of a speech 
by -‘llsworth: “Mr. Ellsworth assur- 
ed the house that Connecticut 
entirely federal in her disposition. The 
muster-rolls would show that she had 
had more troops in the field than 
Virginia,” ete. 

At the beginning of his Journal, 
Madison calls attention to one very 
ominous fact discoveted in scrutiniz- 
ing the credentials of the deputies 
from the various states. Delaware ex- 
pressly prohibited its deputies from 
changing thet part of the articles of 
confederation “establishing an equal- 
ity of votes among the states.” There 
was to be found the key to the chief 
stumbling block of the convention— 
the divergent interests of the small 
and large states.

The slaying of a man who “knew too 
much” about whisky-making activity 
in this north Georgi: mountain re- 
gion, and the suicide of a man officers 
sought for questioning in the killing 
was related here today by Sheriff J.

Thomas Bowen, 35, was found shot 
to death in the woods a few hours 
after he accompanied Sheriff Gregory 
and other officers on a raid on a 
whisky still.

A 
coroner's jury said he came to his 
death by poison, self-administered. 

Sheriff Gregory said. at the cor- 
oner’s investigation testimony was in- 
troduced that Beck had told a relative 
he was the slayer of Bowen, and that 
he planned to commit suicide. 

The coroner's jury investigating 
the death of Bowen found that Bowen 
came to his death at the hands of a 
party, or pamies, unknown. 

The sheriff said he and his depu- 
ties were “looking for Beck to ques- 
tion him about the death of Mr. 
Bowen” when they received reports 
that Beck had been found dead. — 

Bowen and Beck both lived in a 
little mountain settlement on Scatta- 
way creek, not far from here, 

On the raid to the mountain still, 
Sheriff Gregory said, officers found a 
keg of mash and six fermenters. The 
equipment was unattended. Bowen 
was found dead in the woods a few 
hours later, his face torn away by a 
loan from a shotgun. He had taken 
a short. cut through the woods to a 
store in the vicinity and was found 
when his relatives became alarmed at 
his long absence.

Moore, Peterson,’ Fowler, Richardson, 
Jackson, West, Perkins, McWhorter, 
Brock, Hancock and Adkins, 


EX-GOV. SMITH OUTLINES 
NEW YORK REORGANIZATION 
RALEIGH, N. C., March 2.—For- 

mer Governor Alfred E. Smith, ad- 

dressing a joint session of the North 

Carolina general assembly this after- 

noon in this city’s biggest auditorium, 

outlined the 1927 reorganization of 
state government in New York, some- 
thing similar to which North Carolina 
is now attempting under the leader- 
ship of Governor O. Max Gardner. 

“It was a_ difficult and uphill 
climb,” the 1928 democratic candidate 
for the presidency said. ““‘We had to 
meet the opposition of patriots on the 
pay roll. We abolished, through con- 
stitutional amendments, the office of 
treasurer and state engineer and sur- 
veyor, placing their duties in the de- 
partment of finance and taxation and 
‘the department of public works. The 
| secretary of state was made appointive 
‘and the attorney-general should ha e¢ 
| been made likewise. 

“There are four elective state of- 
fices in New York,” he said. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that only the gov- 
ernor, lieutenant-governor and auditor 
should be elected, leaving the attorney 
general to be appointed. 

“If the governor is to. have the re- 
| sponsibility as the head of the state,” 
Governor Smith told the Tarheel law- 


‘makers, “he should have the corres- 
ponding power to discharge the re- 
sponsibility. 

“Throughout the United States,” he 
said, “there seems to be a fear, a re- 
actionary attitude, toward anything 
new in government,” and cited the ac- 
tion of the lower house of congress in 
five times defeating the senate action 
‘to abolish “the properly so-called lame 
'duck session of congress.’

price. 

Responsibility for the failure of the 
price of bread to decline, the commit- 
tee said, rests with the large whole- 
sale bakery companies which have 
failed to pass on to the consumer the 
recent reductions in the cost of its 
ingredients. 

“The cost of selling and distribut- 
ing bread is too high and should be 
reduced,” the report said, adding that 
“some evidence” had been found of 
“a combination in restraint of trade 
endeavoring to fix and maintain the 
retail price.” 

It added this evidence was “too im 

conclusive to warrant a definite find- 
ing.” 
The committee said the baking in- 
dustry “is dominated by a few ex- 
tremely large corporations’ whose 
profits “have been excessive and have 
been capitalized and recapitalized un- 
til, in at least two instances, the re- 
sult is a grossly inflated volume of 
securities.”

CO-OPERATION 1S SEEN 
IN BOROUGH PROBLEM 


Probability that the borough ad- 
and members of the 
Fulton county delegation in the gen- 
eral assembly will smooth out their 
differences and co-operate in solving 
the fiscal problems now facing the 
municipality was seen Monday when 
George A. Eckford, one of the dele- 
gation, declared that he and his col- 
leagues now ere working on a tax 
“equalization plan” designed to turn 
about $450,000 annually into the 
treasury. 

Mr. Eckford made his siatement in 
connection with a plan for consolida- 
tion of borough and county govern- 
ments, which he declared must take 
place in the not too far distant fu- 
ture, but which he said at the pres- 
ent time is impracticable. 

“We are working on the plan, but 
are not ready to announce it,” Mr. 
Eckford said in declaring that news- 
papermen “for the most part are re- 
sponsible for the differences which 
apparently exist between the bor- 
ough government and the new repre- 
sentatives,” 

“Details are not yet ready, but at 
the proper time, I believe matters 
can be adjusted. I shall attend the 
conference which Mayor James L.

Von Sternberg, who began produc- 
tion today on the American novel- 
ist’s “Ar.erican Tragedy,” would of- 
fer no ‘personal reasons for special 
mention of Dreiser, who by terms of 
the sale of film ri¢hts to his book to 
Paramount twv years ago for $150,- 
000, was entitled to read the streen 
adaptation before production. 

Samuel Hoffenstein, screen writer 
whe prepared the treatment, is meet- 
ing Dreiser in New Orleans to show 
him the script for the first time, said 
Von Sternberg. but actual shooting of 
the picture began today.

IN TEXAS OIL TOWN 


Rangers Raid Kilgore, Boom- 
ing City, in Cleanup 
Drive. 


KILGORE, Texas, March 2—(UP) 
Eight Texas rangers swept down upon 
this booming, mushroom oil town to- 
day with a series of vigorous raids 
upon its centers of easy, frontier life 
and arrested more than 300 persons 
in an effort to round up undesirable 
persons. 

The rangers, led by Captain Tom 
Hickman, arrested 
minutes after they arrived.

BY KENTUCKY JUDGE 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 2.—(#) 
Circuit Judge A. T. Burgevin charged 
the March grand jury today to carry 
out the recommendations of the Feb- 
ruary panel that the grand jury in- 
vestigation of Louisville banks in re- 
ceivership be centinued with the view 
of determining if any criminal statutes 
have been violated. 

Judge Burgevin's charge to the jury 
was his first official act upon re- 
suming the bench today after his re- 
turn from Florida.

UCKY, MARYLAND IN FINALS TONIGHT 


For the eleventh consecutive year the scene is set and the 
actors selected for the final smashing act of the big basketball 
melodrama at the city auditorium. 

It was in 1921—the night of Tuesday, March 1, to 

be exact—that Georgia and Kentucky squared off in 
the first tournament finals. It became the most sensa- 
tional game imaginable. For sheer excitement, pro- 
longed suspense, and close scoring that game never has 
been equaled in the subsequent history of the collegiate 
tournament. 

Another Kentucky team has landed in the finals this year, 
but instead of Georgia, it is Maryland that will furnish the op- 
position. Maryland it is by one thin paint after a harum scarum 
26-25 game last night. .

NIP AND TUCK ALL THE WAY. 

That night Kentucky and Georgia played before a crowd 
that jammed the hall to the rafters. H. J, Stegeman was sit- 
ting on the Bulldog bench pale faced, tense. It was the second 
team he had coached.at Georgia and it was a marvelously co- 
ordinated quintet. George Bucheit, looking as young as any one 
of his players, was handling the Bluegrass-five: his boys were 
lean and trim and very fast. 

it was a game of close guarding and, perhaps, poor 
shooting. The half ended with Kentucky leading 8 to 7, 
I believe. Neither side could get set for easy shots. 


They swept into the second half, with Anderson scoring 


occasionally for Géorgia and King keeping Kentucky on even 
terms. Never more than a few points apart the watch had less 
than a minute to run and Georgia was leading 19 to 17. 


IN THE LAST MINUTE. 
Hayden, the star Kentucky forward, had been blanketed all 
night under Stegeman’s orders and he had caged a lone field 


goal. But suddenly Hayden eluded his leech-like guard and raced } 


for the basket. One of-his pals fed him the ball on a high! 
pass. Hayden pushed it into the hoop,in the same motion he} 
used to receive the ball and the score was tied 19-19. | 

Forty-five seconds to play. The crowd was raving. 
The players were haggard and wild-eyed. Adkins, the 
Kentucky center, got the tip; Lavin, the sawed-off 
guard, took the ball out of the air and after dribbling a 
few times shot it to Adkins, who had moved fast “into 
the hole.” As Adkins started to shoot, a Georgia guard 
charged into him. The referee called a foul. 

By the rules then any player could make the point try after 
afoul. Little King was selected for the shot. : 

As he flexed his arms for the cast, the pistol of the 
timer boomed. It must have sounded to him like the 
report of a 16-inch gun. He relaxed, and looked ques- 
tioningly at the referee. He wondered for a moment 
whether he would be allowed to shoot or not. The 
referee nodded. 

The kid laid the ball on the floor and wiped his hands on 
the boards. He looked frail and pitiful there with the game on 
his shoulders. If he missed an extra period would necessary;

* REAL STORY. 
ND there was the story, For the 
first few days the natives stood 
around, fought with their fists and 
drank liquor while they made futile 
efforts to remove Collins. Then the 
newspapers got the story. It crashed 
first page all over the world. Hun- 
dreds of miners could, and did, get 
entombed, but Collins and Sand Cave 
were in the 48-point headlines to stay. 
It so happened that your re- 
porter was among the 40 or more 
newspaper correspondents who 
sat about the rim of the ravine 
and watched the state guard 
string barbed wire while a shaft 
was started to rescue Floyd Col- 
lins. 

The cave was six miles from Cave 
City, where there was one hotel.

GREAT CROWD CHEERS. 

Six thousand people jammed 
auditorium to the last seat. They 
yelled and hurrahed while the blue 
fliers were ripping the "Gator defense 
to pieces. But when Maryland and 
Georgia really got going. the mob, a)- 
most wholly Georgia in sympathy and 
predilection, jarred tie-bolts out of 
the roof trusses with their hubbub. 

The finish put on by the Old Liners 
and the Bulldogs was as mad a dash 
as one could hope to see. Georgia 
came up to the halfway mark trail- 
ing—an old Georgia custom—and 
Maryland went out for intermission 
with a 13-to-7 lead. 

In both the earlier games Georgia 
had come from behind to win. The 
crowd settled back for the thriller that 
was und to.come. 


PENALTIES COME. 


Maryland had escaped official pen- 
alties in the first half to a marked 
degree but they began to draw the 
whistle as play grew faster and more 
headlong.

Caldwell Admitted Re-! baz 
sponsibility for Firm’s 
Operation, Says Witness

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 2.— 
(P)—Full sail was set late today for 
the voyage to the grand jury of the 
information gleaned during the seven 
weeks’ investigation of the legislators 

robing the loss of state money in 
ank failures. 

After the afternoon session, lawyers 
on the investigating committee went 
into conference with attaches of the 
district attorney-general’s office. The 
prosecutors were told that the full 
testimony of the committee would be 
tendered them by next Wednesday. 

The attorney-general plans to begin 
interrogating witnesses as soon as the 
material is available and to go before 
the grand jury for indictments by 
next week at the outside. Agents of 
the attorney-general may be sent to 
Asheville, N. C., to garner more evi- 
dence in ‘addition to that collected by 
the legislators, 

Today's committee witness, Timothy 
Graham Donovan, ex-secretary-treas- 
urer of Caldwell & Co. and the Bank 
of Tennessee, testified that Rogers 
Caldwell, sportsman-financier, whose 
fortune was lost by the close of his 
financial ‘ouse, had told him since 
the crash that he would take full re- 
sponsibility for the cohduct of his 
business. 

“Since the closing of Caldwell & 
Co. have you had any conversation 
with Roger® Caldwell in regard to 
who was responsible for the conduct 
of the business?’ asked Attorney Rob- 
ert reins! agers committee satnial 

“Yos. Mr. Caldwell made the re- 
mark that he was president of the 
company and that he was responsible 
for its operations,’ said Donovan. 

“Where did he make that .state- 
ment?” 

“He made it in his home or in his 
old office.” 

Timothy's Irish was roused when 
the committee began tugging at him 
for an answer to a question. 

He badgered with his questioners 
for an hour and never did answer it, 
notwithstanding the stepping in of 
Speaker Walter M. Haynes with the 
explanation that he was an Irishman 
himself. It ended in a draw of Irish 
versus Irish. 

The witness said during his testi- 
mony Lehman Brothers and Caldwell 
& Co. and their associated bank- 
ers had made a profit of $169,894 
from the $21,000,000 bond issue and 
$294,746 from the $29,000,000 issue 
in addition to having the use of a 
large sum of money at 3 per cent. 

He added he did not understand
